WHITES SHOT DOWN. 


OFFICERS AMBUSHED AND MAS­ 
SACRED BY NEGROES. 


A M ississippi Swamp Pilled W ith 
Armed B lacks—Fears of a 
Terrible Slaughter. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNIOS.] 


N ew O rle a n s , December 17th.—A spe­ 
cial to the Picayune from West Point, 
Miss., says: The news reached here this 
morning of a horrible tragedy enacted last 
night at the quiet little village of Wahalak, 
Miss., forty miles south of this city, on the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad, wheie four 
white men were killed oughtright and eight 
wounded—three mortally—by a volley of 
lead from the hands of a desperate mob of 
negroes. The only particulars to be learned 
are as follows: 
Some two months ago a white farmer 
living a few miles from the village lost his 
gin-house, together with eight or ten bales 
of cotton, by fire, which was evidently the 
work of an incendiary. Suspicion was at once 
directed to one or two negroes working in 
the vicinity, with whom the farmer had 
trouble. Officers in the meantime had 
been searching for evidence against the ne­ 
groes. At a late hour last night, sufficient 
evidence having been secured, one of the 
negroes was approached by an officer, who 
demanded that he surrender. The negro 
became furious and terribly assaulted the 
officer, after which he made his escape. 
This attack on an officer of the law 
aroused the indignation of the few white 
citizens in the neighborhood, who organ­ 
ized themselves to capture (not to mob) the 
fugitive. The woods in the vicinity were 
scoured, but without result. Not a trace of 
him could be found, and it was decided by 
the posse to act in a body and surround his 
premises. They had proceeded but a few 
miles in the direction of the negro’s house, 
when from an ambush 
CAME A DEADLY VOLLEY. 
Fifty well-armed negroes composed the 
moo. After every white man had fallen 
to the ground, the negroes dispersed. The 
horror-stricken people have telegraphed 
for aid. 
Seventy-five well-armed men left Merid­ 
ian, Miss., at 10 o’clock this morning for 
the scene of the tragedy. West Foint will 
furnish more help as soon as necessary 
advices can be had. 
EXCITEMENT AT MACON. 
Reports from the scene of the riot are 
conflicting. The Picayune's Macon, Miss., 
special says: 
The people here are excited over the kill­ 
ing of Henry Maury, Cobb and Vaughan, 
three prominent white men in Kemper 
county, by negroes, and the wounding of 
other white men, among the number Tom 
Nicholson, who was shot in the body and 
had an arm broken. No negroes were 
killed or wounded. 
Twenty young men of this city have goue 
to the scene of the trouble. The negroes 
are said to be well-armed and assembled 
en masse, and seem determined to fight it 
out.Various rumor3 exist, and it is feared 
there will he bloody work to-night. 
FIV E W HITES KILLED. 
How 
the Trouble 
Originated — The 
Swamp* Full of Negroes. 
N ew O r le a n s , December 17th.—The fol­ 
lowing is the latest from the Mississippi 
tragedy, and is believed to be an anthemic 
account. A special ¡dispatch from Colum­ 
bus, Miss., to the Picayune says : Several 
gentlemen reached this city this morning 
from Artesia, bringing the news of a whole­ 
sale slaughter of a Constable’s posse near 
Wahalak, a small station on the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad, near Macon, Miss. 
On Friday last, a negro and a white boy 
got into a fight. The white boy’s father at­ 
tempted to separate them, when he was set 
upon by the negro boy and his father, and 
terribly beaten. Yesterday the white man 
swore out a warrant for the negroes’ arrest, 
and Constable Seth Cobb went to their 
house to execute it, when be was attacked 
by a number of negroes and beaten. 
He 
then summoned a posse of twelve men 
and went yesterday’ evening to arrest the 
negro. The posse were fired upon from an 
ambush, aDd 
FIVE WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT, 
And six wounded, more or less seriously. 
The news spread rapidly, and the negroes 
were strongly reinforced. Wahalak tele­ 
graphed along the line for help, and Meri- 
dan responded with about seventy-five 
well-armed men. 
They were joined at 
every station, and on reaching Wahalak 
marched immediately to the scene of blood­ 
shed. 
The negroes were barricaded and refused 
to surrender or give up the dead whites. 
At noon the forces were supposed to be 
about equal, and what the restilt is no one 
here knows. 
This afternoon news was received that 
the belligerent negroes bad retreated to the 
swamps, and are stubborn, while the non­ 
combatant negroes are Ileting to the woods 
in terror. 
. 
There is considerable excitement here, 
and news of the developments is awaited 
with the utmost anxiety. 
Following is a list of the killed and 
wounded: Killed—Henry Maury, Seth 
Cobb, loni Nicholson, Bill Vaughan and 
Bill Hare. Wounded—Frank Maury, Tom 
Giles, Bob Harper, H. L. Harper, John Dew 
and Jeff Thomas. 
L a te r .—A special from Macon SSJS : It 
is reported this evening that seven of the 
negroes implicated were shot this morning. 
Two armed squads left here to-day for the 
scene of trouble, and more bloodshed may 
be expected. 
THE NEGROES WELL ARMED. 
L a te r .—The negroes have not been idle. 
Reports from the county where they are 
congregating state that their number is be­ 
ing continually increased by reinforce­ 
ments, and that they are fully’ armed and 
determined to fight to the end. 
A BATTLE IMMINENT. 
M id n ig h t.—Advices just received from 
the scene of trouble state that the negroes 
have become alarmed at the number of re­ 
inforcements which the whites have re­ 
ceived from all quarters and have retreated 
farther into the swamps, where they are 
fortifying themselves and making every 
preparation to resist all atlack. They are 
armed with shotguns, muskets and pistols, 
and are abundantly supplied with ammuni­ 
tion.The whites are mostly armed with W in­ 
chester rifles, shotguns and some Bidcarms, 
and are determined to put a stop to all such 
outbreaks. 
The present scene of trouble is about five 
miles from Wahalak, and reports Jare bard 
to get. _ Late reports are to the effect that 
the whites and blacks are now about equal 
in numbers, and that the whites were about 
to advance to the swamp. 
This, of coarse, increases the excitement 
here, and reports of an encounter are 
hourly expected. That it will be fearful in 
its results, no one for a moment doubts. 
Judging from the past, the situation is 
anything but reassuring. Those who re­ 
member the riots of 1875 shudder as they 
contemplate 
ALL THE HORRORS OF A RACE WAR. 
The affair is greatly regretted by all good 
citizens, who foresee that much bloodshed 
may be the result; and, while there is no 
doubt as to who will be the victors when 
the crisis comes, still it is a most deplorable 
affair, and one that wiii have a baneful in­ 
fluence on the South. 
LESS HIGHLY COLORED. 
■A Later Version of the Affair, That Alters 
Its Aspects. 
St. Louis,¡December 17th.—A Hetmblican 
apecial from Wahal&k, received at 2 a. m 
says that but one was killed, Constable Seth 
lx»b, while four were wounded, and only 
one seriously. The posse which got into 
trouble was not a legal bodv, and no war­ 
rant had been issued for the negro 
There 
is littig likelihood of further trouble.

“JACK, THE RIPPER.” 
A Montreal Crank, Who Is Probably a 
Ripping Liar. 
M o n tr e a l, December 17th.—A man has 
been arrested here for assaulting a woman, 
who says he is “Jack, the Ripper.” This 
evening, a3 Miss Florier Newcome was 
was walking on Lagaucheterie street, in a 
dark quarter of the city, a man suddenly 
darted out of a gateway and caught her by 
the arm, exclaiming: “You must come 
with me!” The girl screamed, and break­ 
ing away, rushed along the treet, closely 
followed by the man. 
This man, when arrested, said: "I’m 
Jack, the Kipper! All Whitechapel is 
looking for m e! I have just arrived. I 
intended to give myself up, as I have 
alrtadly killed fifteen, and I’ll yet com­ 
plete the number if you let me go. You'd 
better hang me by the neck till I’m dead ?” 
He had a big knife, and said his real 
name was John Langhorn, aged 25,of Lon­ 
don. He is detained for further examina­ 
tion. 
COME6 CP SMILING. 
De Lesseps Says the Canal W ill be Fin­ 
ished, and by Frenchm en. 
P a ris , December 17th.—The temporary 
administration of the Panama Canal Com­ 
pany are going to call a eeneral meeting of 
the shareholders without delay, and try to 
save the concern. De Lesseps does not 
think the declaration of bankruptcy will be 
called for. He says the work is going on 
rapidly and uninterrupted by the collapse 
or failure temporarily. The Directors of 
the company speak the same way. De 
Lesseps was asked whether a foreign syn­ 
dicate had offered its aid. He said: “No; 
but if there were any such offer, he would 
certainly reject it. The canal was a French 
work solely, and must remain French.” 
DANGER IN STOPPING THE WORK. 
L o n d o n , December 17th.— Contractor 
Eiffel, of tower fame, says work on the 
Panama Canal cannot be stopped suddenly 
without great danger, owing to the employ­ 
ment of 15,000 half-savage natives on the 
work, who, if thrown out of work, would 
riot, pillage and destroy everything within 
reach. For this reason the company and 
contractors are bound to be careiul. The 
contractors cannot afford to give the com­ 
pany indefinite credit, but they are read}-, 
nevertheless, to make the greatest sacrifices 
possible to prevent the stoppage of work.

B e r lin , December 17th. — Hismarck’s 
country residence was burned yesterday. 
The library and valuable documents were 
saved. 
AT 1U E HHOSIER CAPITAL. 
General Harrison’s Callers— The Alabama 
Delegation. 
Indianapolis, December 17th. — The 
President-elect had a goodly number of 
out-of-town callers to day. A committee 
representing the Grand ’Army Posts of 
Kings county, New York, presented him a 
a petition signed by the Commanders of all 
the Grand Army Posts of Kings connty, 
asking him to review the parade of the G. 
A. R. veterans on Memorial Day. next 
May. and accompany the procession lo the 
tomb of General Grant at Riverside. 
General Harrison informid the commit­ 
tee tnat, while he would be glad lo partici­ 
pate with his comrades on that occasion, it 
was impossible for him' at this early day 
to make an engagement six months in ad­ 
vance. The committee then asked him to 
regard the invitation as a standing one. 
Colonel James Atkins of Savannah, Ga., 
arrived in this city this evening, and will 
call upon General Harrison to-morrow. 
Atkins was Collector of the Port of Savan­ 
nah for eight years under Grant, and was 
afterward nominated by President Hayes 
to be Federal District Judge, but the Sen­ 
ate failed to confirm him. It is asserted 
that he is here to suggest the name of a 
Southern Republican for a Cabinet port­ 
folio. 
THE ALABAMA MANUFACTURERS. 
A delegation will arrive to-morrow from 
Birmingham, Ala., representing the man­ 
ufacturers of that section, for the purpose ¡ 
of presenting the President-elect a congrat­ 
ulatory memorial. They are said to repre­ 
sent a combined capital of $100,000,000, in­ 
vested entirely in the South. Several of 
the delegation, and many of the signers to 
the memorial, are reported to be Demo­ 
crats who voted the Republican ticket on 
account of its advocacy of protection. 
I n d ia n a ’s n ew d istr ic t a t t o r n e y. 
The news of Ihe nomination of Assistant 
District Attorney Leon A. Dailey to SUIA- 
ceea District Attorney Seilers, who re­ 
signed, has occasioned considerable sur­ 
prise. The Republicans claim, without 
hesitation, that Bailey’s nomination is ob­ 
noxious to General Harrison and his 
friends, because of the course he pursued 
during the campaign, in speaking person­ 
ally and—according to Senator McDonald— 
erroneously nf General Harrison.

A Jealous Kansas City Woman Carves a 
Man W ith a Razor. 
Kansas City, December 17th.—A ter­ 
rible instance of fiendish jealousy has set 
this entire section shivering. Late last 
Saturday night two well-known doc­ 
tors were called to an elegant residence. 
On their arrival there they found a young 
and well-known broker, whose name they 
decline to divulge, suffering from a fright­ 
ful mutilation. By his side was a youDg 
woman, who implored the physicians to 
save him. Near the bed was a blood­ 
stained razor. 
A third physician was 
called, and after the wounds were 
dressed the woman's statement was taken. 
She said she had that day learned that the 
young broker was about to marry a young 
society lady. This drove her into a wild 
frenzy, and when he was asleep that night 
she administered chloroform, and then, 
with a razor, accomplished her work. 
There is no hope for the young man’s re­ 
covery, and a murder trial will undoubtedly 
follow, the details of which will be most 
sensational. An arrest will be made very 
shortly, though all the parties concerned 
refuse to divulge any names. 
Klectrlc Light W orks Burned. 
Chico, December 17 th.—The electric-light 
works, owned by Anthony Bros., were 
totally destroyed by fire this morning. All 
the machinery and the buildiDg are a mere 
wreck. The ioss is over $30,000. Insured 
for $9,000. The origin of the fire is un­ 
doubtedly incendiary. Thefirm willrebuild 
at once. 
A colored brother in the Alexandria 
Valley, down in Georgia,sent the following 
request for a minister to his bishop:

In the Senate. 
W ashington, December 17th.—Senator 
Riddleberger entertained the Senate with 
another pyrotechnic display this morning. 
His resolution providing for the re-organ­ 
ization of the Senate was laid before that 
body by President pro tem. Ingalls. Rid­ 
dleberger said his purpose in offering the 
resolution was to depose the presiding 
officer lor the rebuke he had given him the 
other day. He said there had never been 
more disorderly scenes in the Senate than 
those in which Ingalls had appeared as a 
common actor. At the close of his speech 
he withdrew his resolution, because he 
knew it was impossible to pass it. 
Senator Harris paid a high tribute to In­ 
galls’ impartiality as presiding officer, and 
said he had intended to move to lay the 
resolution on the table. 
Several executive communications were 
received from the different departments. 
The Secretary of the Treasury reported 
that $73.241 28 had been paid the State of 
Oregon in settlement of the Modoc Indian 
War expenses. 
A letter was received from the Attorney- 
General in reply to the Senate resolution 
as to the method in which the suit brought 
in Utah against the Latter Day Saints had 
been conducted. 
The Secretary of the Interior also sent to 
the Senate a communication relative to the 
leases of grazing lands in Indian Territory. 
Several bills were reported and placed on 
the calendar. 
Merrill offered a resolution (which went 
over) to hold evening sessions hereafter. 
The conference report on the bill as to 
the Chippewa Indian Reservation, in 
Minnesota, was explained and agreed to. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the tariff bill, which consumed much 
of the day. 
The House holiday adjournment resolu­ 
tion was laid before the Senate and referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 
The conference report on the Honse bills 
to retire MRjor-General A. J. Smith as 
Colonel of Cavalry, and granting the right 
of way to a water company in Arizona, 
were presented and agreed to. 
Cullen intiodueed a bill to abolish special 
taxes on distilled spirits at places where 
the goods were delivered by carriers to the 
vender. Referred. 
Adjourned. In the Honse. 
W ashington, December 17th.—In the 
House this morning a bill was passed for 
the incorporation of the American His­ 
torical Association. 
The Committee on Ways and Means re­ 
ported back a concurrent resolution for a 
holiday recess from December 21st till Jan­ 
uary 7th. 
The committee proposes an 
amendment submitting January 4th. 
Some days ago Lawler of Illinois intro­ 
duced a bill in the House pensioning veter­ 
ans when they reach the age of GO years. 
To-day he introduced an amendment re­ 
ducing it to 50 yea's. The amendment was 
rejected and the original resolution passed. 
A long wrangle ensued over the proposal 
to appropriate $2,000 for the Ford Immigra­ 
tion Committee, it being charged and de­ 
nied that the committee was junketing and 
going outside of the scope origi Dally in­ 
tended, particularly in considering ’ the 
proposition looking to the exclusion of 
actors. 
Afler some further debate the resolution 
was adopted. 
The Speaker proceeded to ihe call of 
States for the introduction of bills. 
McRae of Arkansas introduced a bill to 
settle certain outstanding accounts between 
the Government and Arkansas. 
Hooper demanded its reading in full, his 
object being to consume time and prevent 
any attempt to pass the Oklahoma Dill un­ 
der suspension of the rules. 
Springer made the point of order that it 
was not competent for a member to de­ 
mand the reading, but the point was over­ 
ruled by the Speaker. 
The reading having been completed, 
Barnes of Georgia, another opponent of the 
bill, introduced a bill to establish a uni 
form system of bankruptcy, a measure of 
eighty printed pages, and demanded its 
reading. 
Springer declared that this was an effort 
to prevent the House from considering the 
Oklahoma bill. 
The reading was interrupted by Warner 
of Missouri, who stated that as it was evi­ 
dent the opponents of the Oklahoma bill 
would not allow its consideration to-day, 
and in the interest of other public business, 
he was willing to have the bill laid aside 
temporarily. 
Barr.es withdrew his bankruptcy bill and 
the call of States was then continued, but 
after Perkins of Kansas had put in a bill 
appropriating $50,000 for a public building 
at Arkansas City, Kan., the call of the roll 
wa3 again interrupted by Anderson of 
Kansas, who, with a large printed bill in 
his hand, said he had assurances from 
Outhwaite ot Ohio, Chairman of the Pacific 
RailroadB Committee, that he would not 
attempt to pass the Union Pacific bill under 
suspension of the rules. He wished to call 
the attention of Outhwaite and the House 
to this fact. 
Outhwaite said he had told the gentle­ 
man from Kansas that he would not move 
the passage fff the bill under suspension, 
uu* uc hid IZiaCc—32d iliíeñucu tó lhake— 
no agreement which would preclude him 
from offering a resolution fixing a day for 
the consideration of the bill. 
Owing lo the noise is the Chamber An­ 
derson understood this to be promise that 
no such resolution would be offered, and 
betook his seat without introducing the 
measure he held in his hand. 
The Speaker had recognized Brecken- 
ridge of Kentucky to introduce a bill ap­ 
propriating $25.000 for the establishment of 
a zoological garden in the District of Colum­ 
bia, when Anderson became aware of Dis 
error. He thereupon asked unanimous 
consent to introduce the bill before him, 
his purpose being to kill time by demand­ 
ing its reading, but Outhwaite objected. 
The call was then continued, and several 
bills were introduced. Then Spinola of 
New York arose and said he held in his 
hand a bill which he would introduce by 
request, disclaiming any responsibility for 
a single item in it. He sent to the Clerk’s 
desk a copy of the Senate tariff bill, and de­ 
manded its reading. 
Outhwaite—“In other words, the gentle­ 
man has joined the filibusters.” 
Spinola—"It means that we will not have 
the Nicaragua bill to-day.” 
Dunham of Illinois moved to adjourn. 
Lost—yeas 44, nays 122. 
Spinola then withdrew his bill and ihe 
call continued, several measures being in­ 
troduced. 
Morrow of California moved to suspend 
the rules and pass, with its amendments, 
the Senate bill increasing to $050,000 the 
limit of the cost of the public building in 
San Francisco. Agreed to. 
Springer, on behalf of the Committee on 
Territories, moved to suspend the rules and 
adopt a resolution making the 8enate bill 
for the admission of the State of South 
Dakota and for the organization of the 
Territory of North Dakota the special order 
for to-morrow, and from dav to dav until 
disposed of, provided that the omnibus bill 
may be offered as a substitute therefore; 
thereafter the bills relating to the admission 
of the Territories shall be disposed of in 
the order fixed by the committee. The 
motion was agreed to, and the resolution 
adopted. 
Adjourned. 
REDUCED THE SUM. 
The Honse Cats Down the San Francisco 
Postoflice Appropriation. 
W ashington, December 17th.—Repre­ 
sentative Morrow was warmly congratu­ 
lated hy his friends in the House to day 
over the success which has finally attended 
his efforts to pass the San Francisco public 
building site bill. The Oklahoma bill 
being passed over informally, Mr. Morrow 
was recognized by the Speaker to call up 
the Senate bill appropriating $850,G00 for 
the purchasing of a site, bnt which was 
amended by redncing the amount to $650,- 


000. 
The bill now goes to the Sen­ 
ate.

ONLY A STARTER. 
Preliminary Work for the Proposed 
Mountain Storage Reservoirs. 
W ashington, December 17th.—Commis­ 
sioner Stockslager of the General Land 
Office has just finished the distribution of 
the money appropriated last year for pub­ 
lic surveys. The sum of $100,000 went into 
the appropriation bills for this purpose at 
the last session of Congress, $20,000 of 
which is to be used far the examination of 
surveys in the field. This leaves $80,000 
for surveying, and the Commissioner has 
made awards covering $70,000 of it. Of 
this sum the various States and Territories 
receive the following amounts: Arizona 
$1,000, California $7.000, Colorado $8,000, 
Idaho $5,000, Dakota $9,000, Minnesota 
$3.000, Washington Territory $9,000, Mon­ 
tana $9.000, Wyoming $5,000, Oregon $0.000, 
Utah $3,000. New Mexico $5,000. This 
leaves $10,000 for contingencies.

T he Repub­ 
lican leader.) went into consultation upon 
th is proposition, but it was th e prevailing 
opinion th a t re-counts should be had in 
personal contests only, tinder th e law. 
W hatever may he done in the m atter of 
re-counting, it is to be hoped th a t by some 
process the frauds will be as completely 
exposed as is possible under hum an scru­ 
tiny ; th a t done, attention m ust be turned 
to advocating m ethods th a t w ill for th e 
future narrow the possibility for th eir 
perpetration. 
T he R ecord-Un io n has in­ 
dicated one m ethod by which th at end may 
be accomplished— the counting of th e bal­ 
lots under judicial process iu the first in­ 
stance. 
T he more th e idea is considered, 
th e stronger it presents itself. 
I t has been 
replied th a t it would put undue labor upon 
th e Courts—but th at is not w orthy of eon- 
bideration in view of th e absolute neces­ 
sity of preserving the purity of the count 
of th e ballots. 
I t underlies the whole 
system 
of 
self-governm ent; 
destroy 
confidence in th e count of the ballots, as 
means to the ascertainm ent of th e will of 
th e self-governed, and the whole super­ 
structure of th e Republic w ill come tum ­ 
bling about our ears. 
T he recount, when 
dem anded, m ust he m ade in C o u rt; why 
not go into the tribunal then at first? 
W hy not p u t it out of th e power of bosses 
to nam e th e men to handle or count the 
ballots ? for througli th at advantage leads 
th e avenue of fraud. 
I t would be feasible 
to have ballot-boxes, so soon as the pollin 
hours end, transferred to the Courts, where, 
w ith a Court Commissioner for every dis­ 
trict, th e count could proceed openly under 
the eye of the Court and w ith the rights 
of all parties preserved tlirouirh repre­ 
sentation, even more conveniently than by 
having the ballots overhauled in a m ulti- 
m.lo of prpoinMc nrul lij* n cm:ill arm y of 
■election officials. 
An advantage ef this 
system would be th at even if a presid­ 
ing Ju d g e should fall under suspicion of 
venality or susceptibility to boss control, 
th e count proceeding in the presence of 
representatives of the candidates and the 
political parties, and conducted in open 
Court, w ith full opportunity for inspection 
< f th e ballots, efforts to falsify' the verdict 
of the ballot-box would !>e very nearly 
fruitless—a t least far more dangerous, and 
far less possible than now. 
In this State 
we would then have but seventy retu rn ­ 
ing boards, instead of twenty-five hundred, 
as a t present. 
W e would not know the 
true result nearly so soon, but w hat com­ 
pletely overshadows th a t convenience is 
th e

system of counting. 
I t is cum ber­ 
some, and engages in large cities a class of 
intelligence,not of an order equal to the 
demand upon it. 
In fact, in a m ajority of 
cases in great centers of population this 
im portant work is intrusted to capacity 
not fit by education or experience to make 
up the account of so vitally im portant a 
transaction as the determ ination of the 
policy and adm inistration of the G overn­ 
m ent, by the expression of the will of the 
people through th e ballot.

In style 
of architecture it will be the most modern 
and imposing business block in the city, 
and will cost in the neighborhood oí 
$85,000. The stone ol which it is to be 
constructed is Dow being quarried in 
Arizona. The first floor will be reached by 
four stone steps from the sidewalk, which 
will make the basement light and thor­ 
oughly ventilated, and suitable for any 
kind of business. The building will have 
a French or mansard roof. The bank will 
occupy the first floor. 
A BUSINESS CLUB. 
One thiug that Sacramento stands in 
need of, a business club, is being organized 
witb 150 members. It has rented the en­ 
tire three upper stories of the bank building, 
and will fit it up at an expense of several 
thousand dollars. It is not to be a “ bach­ 
elors’ club,” but all business men of good 
standing, married or single, will be ad­ 
mitted to membership. The rooms will be 
handsomely furnished, and will consist of 
biiiiard parlors, magnificent dining rcom, 
elegant reception rooms, club rooms, and 
perhaps a gymnasium 011 the upper floor. 
Eight or ten furnished rooms will be on 
the upper floor for the accommodation of 
guests, who can during their stay in the 
city make this their headquarters. No 
residents of the city wiil visit the rooms, 
except members, the courtesies extended 
being only to the “ strangers within our 
gates.” 
Here business men and capitalists can 
meet and discuss financial and other mat­ 
ters of mutual interest. If a country mer­ 
chant comes to the city to make his pur­ 
chases, he will be invited to these head­ 
quarters, and finds agreeable and profitable 
social entertainment, instead of whiling 
away the evening hours in the hotel office or 
the adjoining saloon. Gambling for money, 
in all its forms, wiil be strictly forbidden. 
The club is already organized, but will not 
be ready to receive guests and extend hos­ 
pitalities until the completion of the new 
building. 
“Hayti and the Haytians.'* 
There was a good attendance last night 
at the Young Men’s Christian Association 
Hall, on the second lecture of the popular 
course. Rev. O. Summers, of the African 
M. E. Church, presided, and in a few ap­ 
propriate remarks introduced the lecturer 
of the evening. Mme. O. Esperanza Luis, of 
the city of Gouacones, Hayti, her theme 
of discourse being ‘•Hayti’ and the Hay­ 
tians.” The madame delighted her at­ 
tentive audience for fully two hours with 
her interesting account of the manners and 
customs and past history of this distin­ 
guished little Republic of the Antilles, 
which just at this juncture is exciting so 
much interest at Washington. The mad- 
ame’s style is very pleasant.

She impresses her 
hearers at once as being a woman of cult­ 
ure and power. She carried her audience 
with her from beginning to end, and well 
deserved the very liberal applause she 
received.

Deferred for One Month. 
The City Trustees met in regular session 
yesterday morning, all the members pres­ 
ent.The Chief Engineer of the Waterworks 
reported that during the past week the 
Holly pump had been in use 161 hours, 
and that 20,000,750 gallons of water had 
been pump. 
W. E. Gerber, City Treasurer, furnished 
the following financial statement: Balance 
on hand November 1st, $131,-280. 37; receipts 
during the month, $6,497 11; total, $137,­ 
777 48. Paid during month, warrants, 
$32,825 46; paid during the month, coupons 
$2,302; 
total disbursements, $31.127 46; 
balance on baud December 1st, $103,650 02. 
Silas Chance appeared before the Board 
and complained of the condition of the 
street at Twenty-eighth aud Y. It has been 
cut so, he says, by the new electric road 
that it is almost impassible. 
Street Commissioner Ryan said be would 
look after it as soon as the weather per­ 
mitted. 
STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
Tl.e Mayor read (or the second time lhe 
charier asked by R. S. Carey, for a fran­ 
chise for a street railway track down Second 
to O. up O to Tenth, and along Tenth to 
the City Cemetery. 
Afier the reading by tbe Mayor, Mr. 
Carey, who was present, asked that action 
on the matter be deferred for one week, or 
to the first Monday in January. 
Mayor Gregory said this charter and the 
others asked for by Alsip A Lewis would 
have to be materially changed. 
Mr. Carey said he desired also to ask for 
some changes. A petition signed by par­ 
ties along Second and O might make Eoiue 
difference in tbe proposed right. 
He 
wanted to know tbe people’s desires, and if 
the people in that part of town don’t want 
the road why all right. He proposed to 
build and operate it with his own money. 
Mr. Devlin, representing the Electric 
Railway people, also asked that his petition 
for charters also be allowed to go over. He 
did not suppose tbe Board would put on 
restrictions that would keep parties from 
building roads. He desired to put in his 
charier that no track once put down could 
be taken up or removed except by order of 
the Board of Trustees. 
The Mayor said he was in favor of street 
railways, and so were the other members of 
the Board. However, you folks come to 
us and ask for franchises. We propose to 
grant them, but under certain conditions 
and restrictions, and in this matter all will 
be treated alike. When you decide to build 
a road it must be done within a certa: a 
time, barring unexpected delays, and a 
guarantee bond of from $5,000 to $10,000 
must be executed to the city to secure its 
being built within the time and according 
to specifications. We want these not only 
built but operated in good shape. We want 
to be in a condition so that if either of you 
don’t operate them successfully, some oDe 
else can do so. A failure to comply with 
the restriction portions of the charter to 
work a forfeiture to the city. You must 
take time to think over this, say thirty days, 
and then make up your minds fully what 
you propose to do. 
Mr. Carey—Why not make a law at once. 
Why not state now what you will exact, 
and what rules you will inforce. It is 
a purely business proposition between us 
and tbe city, you being the city. I ask 
simply for fair play— 
The Mayor—You can have thirty days or 
more to consider this matter. 
Mr. Devlin—Mr. Carey’s quite right. You 
should at ouce state what you propose to 
require of us. 
The Mayor—Well, we propose to have 
tbe roads put down in good order, kept in 
constant repair and operated so as to ac­ 
commodate the public—so many cars, so 
many trips a day—or we propose to have 
the conditions such that a failure to com­ 
ply with all the conditions will work a 
forfeiture. 
Mr. Carey said he was acting in good 
faith, had no town lots to sell, and pro­ 
posed to build the roads with his own 
money. Mr. Myers had agreed to build a 
road in sixty days. He fulfilled h¡9 con­ 
tract. He built his road to sell lots, and 
made a grand financial success of it. If I 
was compelled to run the road always at 
its present paying basis I would quit to­ 
morrow. I am keeping the road up in 
good shape—in keeping with the balance 
of the town—and I am in hopes that there 
is a good future for this property. 
Mr. Devlin—Let us kDow what vou 
want. If we must finish the roads inside 
of one year, eighteen m onths or two years 
from the time you grant us charters, why 
say so. We want to know what you pro­ 
pose to exact. Submit to us what you 
want, and we can decide. 
After some further discussion the matter 
was laid over for thirty days.

December 17lb,—Tbe second 
annual fair of tbe Butte County Citrus 
Association opened this evening under the 
most favorable auspices. Afier weeks of 
stormy weather, the sky* is as clear asa 
bell, and the stars are shining brightly. 
The tent in which the fair is held thus year 
is much larger than that of last year, and 
the display is much finer in every respect. 
The tent is 66x100 feet in size, is located in 
the Court-house yard, and covers a large 
number of orange trees loaded with fruit. 
There was a f .ir attendance at the open­ 
ing exercises, which proved very interest­ 
ing. Afier music by the Oroviile Band, 
the 1 petting address was delivered by Hon. 
A. F. Jones. Some exceptionally fine 
music was rendered by the Quartette Club, 
and then followed an address by Governor 
Waterman. 
The Governor’s address was received 
with gr-.at applause. He spoke of the great 
changes that had taken place since he first 
pa'-.-t-i’ through Oroville, aud dwelt upon 
the privations and hardships of the early 
miners’ life, when such a thing a3 fruit 
was not dreamed of here. One year ago he 
had attended a fair here, aud thought it 
could not be beaten, but this year’s entirely 
eclipsed it. 
He believed in one Cali­ 
fornia— no North, 
nor South. He 
wanted no division of tbe State, and the 
level-headed people of Southern California 
did not want a division. Some day we 
would want to boast of the population of 
tits Stale and say we have ten millions. If 
it were divided we would only have five 
millions each. He spoke in enthusiastic 
terms of the future "of Oroville and the 
whole State. There was no danger of over­ 
stocking tbe Eastern markets witb fruit. 
The States of Minnesota. Wisconsin, Illi­ 
nois, and the w hole great West, where no 
fruit was talsed, were filling up and would 
consume all and more than we could raise. 
The auction sales in Chicago of the past 
year had demonstrated this. 
More singing by tbe club and mu­ 
sic by the band, closed tbe ex­ 
ercises. The pavilion on the west, oppo­ 
site the entrance, is occupied by a represen­ 
tation of the Rock of Ages,’the base of 
which is composed of quartz rock, above 
which is an immense cross standing twenty 
l’eet in height and made of oranges, sus­ 
pended over which are the words, “Rock 
of Ages.” Above is the Star of Bethlehem, 
iu evergreen. This is undoubtedly the 
finest design in the pavilion, and is made 
by tbe General Committee on Decoration. 
To the right is tbe booth of Argonaut 
Parlor, No. 8, N. S. G. W., bemg a repre­ 
sentation of 1849 and 1888, over which, iu 
oranges, aie the words, “Argonaut Bailor, 
No. 8., N. S. G. W., 1888,” and the bear. 
Underneath the bear is a water-wheel, 
shovel, pick, rocker and other mining im­ 
plements, together with a log cabin with a 
thatched roof. The present day is repre­ 
sented by a modern cottage in oranges. 
Immediately opposite Golden Fleece 
Parior, N. D. G. W., have a parlor which is 
furnished complete in every respect. The 
furniture is made of oranges, and in which 
tbe " Daughters ” will receive their friends ’ 
aiming the fair. 
Going east, through the center, the Ther- 
malito exhibit stands between two orange 
trees in fu.ll bearing. The design is a sum­ 
mer-house, surrounded by a garden. The 
whole is elevated two feet from the floor, 
and on this platform are various palms, 
semi-tropical fruits, oranges, lemons, limes 
and olive trees, tbe bases of which are 
concealed beneath a platform covered with 
turf, giving the appearance of an actual 
garden. Tbe summer-house is latticed, and 
twelve feet in diameter, the entrance fcight 
being twenty-six feet, covered with oranges 
entwined with ivy and other evergreens. 
A passage-way’through the exhibit dis­ 
closes two booths, with a fountain in tbe 
center of a rockery, one being a flower aud 
the other a fruit booth. 
Next comes a massive obelisk of oranges, 
the exhibit of Mrs. Calkins, of Oroville, 
containing 17,000. Next is the speakers’ 
and music stand, elevated some ten feet, 
the sides sloping off and surrounded by ex­ 
it i Bits of all varieties of nuts and delicious 
fruits intermingled with tropical plants and 
flowers, among which is a bunch of bam­ 
boo at each corner over eighteen feet in 
hight. 
Adjoining the band stand is the pagoda 
of Bell & Boynton, which is twelve feet 
square and sixteen feet high, and is dee- 
orated with evergreens and 5,000 oranges. 
The decorations consist of three limbs, lhe 
Masonic squ - re and compass, a large bell, 
the letier "B” and a dove. This is one of 
the most unique displays. 
Next, at the entrance of the hall, is the 
exhibit of the Palmero colony, being a wiie 
summer-house profusely decorated with 
oranges, inside of which were rustic Fea > 
ot manzjuiia and other native woods. Out­ 
side tbe summer-house a fence of orang«> 
and evergreens surrounds numerous palms, 
flowers and ornamental plants, giving tbe 
whole an air of tropical beauty and splen­ 
dor.To the north of these exhibits is oue of 
D. N. Friesleben. The whole is a massive 
enigma consisting of a heart, a belt, a bee­ 
hive, it star and a gate. This is to represent 
Oroville in tbe heart of the ciirus belt, 
wherein tbe bee-hive of industry is work­ 
ing in Butte, tbe star county within the 
Golden S.ate. This design is one of the 
fine t in the pavilion and attracts much 
attention. 
It is impos i de to give to-night a descrip­ 
tion of the numerous exhibits surround­ 
ing these mentioned, many of which are 
equally beautiful and will be described in 
future dispatches. Some ot tbem contain as 
high as 15,000 oranges. This fruit takes 
the lead in the fair, though all other citrus 
frui's are well represented. 
All the surrounding places and colonies 
contribute tbeir quota to the general dis­ 
play*. The exhibits are not yet fully in 
place, but will be to-morrow. The town is 
full of people, and tbe hotels are crowded, 
but the c muni tee is active iu taking care 
of strangers and seeing that Ibey have good 
quarters.

W illiam liartley, Sr., was aged about 76 
years, was in comfortable circumstances 
and well respected. He leaves two grown 
sons. The other occupants were his aged 
wife, about 80 years; their adopted daugh­ 
ter, aged 21) years, and Mrs. David Bentley, 
aged 42 years. All were ranchers, and live 
one and one-half miles north of El Modena. 
The old gentleman's head had several holes 
knocked in it. His wife liad one half 
her head mashed into an unrecognizable 
mass. Mrs. Bentley’s head was crushed in 
three places. The young lady was almost 
beheaded.

Colonel Crocker Tlilnkg They Might Suf­ 
fer in Strangers’ Hands. 
San Francisco, December 17th.—A Call 
reporter drew the attention of Colonel 
Crocker to the speech of Charles Francis 
Adams on the subject of the great railroad 
consolidation, embracing the leading lines 
of transportation. Col nel Crocker replied: 
“ W ithout carefully reading the text ol 
Mr. Adams’ remarks, I would not like to 
say whether I agree with him, or differ. 
On one point, however, I am quite clear. 
The organization which was proposed at 
Chicago under the name of a Railroad 
Clearing-house, or railroad trust, contem­ 
plated—as I understand—theeslablishmc-nt 
of a Board of Commissioners which should 
have the exclusive right of fixing rates and 
fares on lines belonging to the clearing­ 
house. We could not enter into such a 
combination, as we could not allow any body 
of Eastern men to control the traffic of our 
Pacific coast lines. The Southern Pacific 
system is bound up with California. W hat 
benefits the State benefits us, and what in­ 
jures the State injures us. Our prosperity 
depends on the prosperity of the State. It 
is evident that it would not be sound pol­ 
icy for us to allow the railroad traffic of this 
roast, on which the coast’s prosperity so 
largely depends, to pas3 ont of our hands 
into that of strangers, to whom it is im m a­ 
terial whether the coast prospers or not. 
W hether Mr. Adams is right or wrong in 
predicting the further development of rail­ 
road consolidation, it is very plain to me 
that it is not to the interest of the Southern 
Pacific to co-operate in any scheme of con­ 
solidation which would have the effect of 
handing over the control of the railroad 
traffic of this coast to persons who are not 
directly interested in the due development 
of the resources of California.” 


THAT ELECTION FARCE. 
O'Donnell Tlins F ar Gains 32S Votos—A 
G eneral Recount. 
San F rancisco, December 17th.—At the 
close of the recount this afternoon O’Don­ 
nell’s gain, in all the votes so far counted, 
is 325. 
Prominent Republicans met to-day to 
take into consideration the propriety of 
demanding a recount. A num ber of can­ 
didates defeated for the Legislature and 
Supervisors insist upon some action. 
The Tammany Sooiety met this evening 
to discuss the election frauds, and passed a 
resolution disclaiming guilt in the fraud, 
and announcing itself ready to co-operate 
with all good citizens in having a general 
recount. They appropriated $1,000 towards 
paying the expenses. 
Republicans generally think that a re­ 
count will show that Phelps was elected to 
Congress, and it is now understood that he 
will have the ballots counted in Court. 


“ NUMEROUS EMINENT ATTORNEYS 
They W ill Fight a Legal R attle for 
*16.000 Brize. 
X evada City, December 17th.—In the 
Superior Court to-morrow will begin a 
trial wherein the guardian of Elle Ellen, of 
Truckee, the rich lumberman, sues the ex- 
excutors of the estate of Mrs. Em m a J. 
Regli, deceased (daughter of -Ellen), to re­ 
cover $15,000, which Ellen presented to 
her just prior to her death. The ground 
urged for the recovery is that Ellen was 
m entally incompetent to make a valid 
gift. He was a few years ago one of the 
shrewdest business men in the county, but 
his mind is now a wreck. He remembers 
nothing that has occurred in the last twenty 
years, but readily recalls trivial incidents 
of twenty-five years ago, when living in 
El Dorado county. The suit beginning to­ 
morrow will be bitterly contested by nu­ 
merous eminent attorneys.
